Prea.  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  Val  Murphy,  President  of  Utility  Workers 
Local  387  weuJd  attend  or?:  meeting  at  lis 30  A»M.  The, purpose  of  his  presence 
was  to  decide  how  best  to  act  on  7,F.  Cardinal's  motion  that  all  interested 
parties  get  together  to  discuss  Pub]..!-;  Vs.  Private  Power.  We  will  discuss  the 
procedure  to  be  used  to  carry  out  the  motion  then  the  Council  will  decide  how 
to  proceed.  We  have  .&  Committee  on  Transportation  &  Energy  end  Walter  Eyan 
is  the  Chairman.  We  have  not  heard  any  report  from  that  Committee  for  a  while 
and  lie  thinks  ve  should  invito  him  and  the  members  of  the  Ccmmi.tt.ee  to  the 
meeting  on  Public  Vs.  Private  Power. 

He  also  mentioned  the  Committee  on  Alcoholism  and  informed  the  Council  that 
a  one  day  seminar  is  going  to  be  held  on  May  20,  1975*  Ee  hopes  that  all 
the  unions  will  cooperate. 

V.P.  Osborn,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Alcoholism,  stated  that  the  seminar 
was  a  very  important  one  and  he  believes  it  will  be  beneficial  to  everyone 
who  attends. 

President  Sullivan  would  like  to  appoint  a  co-ordinating  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  setting  up  a  Serior  Citizens  Council.  We  have  a  spokesman  on  the 
elde?;!;/,  Dave  McSweeney,  and  we  have  had  two  meetings  with  a  group  of  people 
from  various  local  unions  for  the  purpose  cf  getting  ideas.  We  would  like  to 
set  up  a  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  Committee  on  Retirees  end  we  would  report 
monthly  to  the  Council  about  this  Committee.  We  would  invito  local  unions 
that  have  retiree  groups  to  *c±n.     A  Gommittee  such  as  this  could  be  of  help 
on  legislation.  They  could  put  pressure  on  the  people  in  their  areas,  Heps, 
Senators  and  Congressmen,  by  working  as  an  arm  of  the  State  Labor  Council. 

V.P.  Biimall  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  a  co-ordinating 
committee  be  set  up.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Sullivan  said  there  have  been  a  number  of  meetings  about  our  legislation. 
There  was  a  discussion  about  the  fact  that  out  in  the  field  we  hear  about  deals 
made  by  State  Labor  Council  with  Management,  We  got  a  request  from  Committee 
on  Commerce  &  Labor  that  we  sit  in  a  meeting  with  AIM  representatives,  Muther 
and  McCarthy,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  legislation.  We  told  Senator

McKinnon  and  Representative  Demors  that  we  would  not  get  in  any  room  where  the 
Associated  Industries  vers  present,  We  would  "be  willing  to  neet  with  the 
Committee  and  give  them  our  views.  We  wouldn't  meet  with  the  Associated 
Industries  and  then  have  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  say  that 
an  agreement  was  made  between  labor  and  management  and  therefore  they 
should  agree  with  it. 

Jimmy  Loughlin,  John  Callahan,  Bill  Cashman,  Larry  Sullivan  and  President 
Sullivan  met  with  Senator  McKinnon  and  Rep,  Dealers  last  week  to  discuss  our 
position  which  is  a  strong  one.  Ve  told  them  we  would  rot  meet  with  Management.' 
If  we  lose  any  of  our  bills  it  will  be  on  the  merits.  We  have  submitted  our 
legislation  in  writing  to  them  and  wo  will  have  another  meeting  with  Senator 
McKinnon  &  Rep.  Demers,  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  Pres. 
Sullivan  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  Council  on  the  position  we  took. 

V.P.  Farnham  pointed  out  that  several  years  ago  the  Executive  Council  gave 
their  approval  to  the  meeting  with  AIM, because  it  is  the  art  of  negotiating. 
He  asked  how  any  negotiations  could  develop  if  we  tako  this  position.  We  will 
go  in  with  our  bill  and  they  will  go  in  with  a  counter  bill  and  it  will  be 
whoever  gets  the  vote. 

President  Sullivan  stated  ve  represent  organised  labor?  and,  as 
you  know,  we  were  accused  of  making  deals  that  were  not  in  the  best  interest 
of  our  membership.  How  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature  will  have  to  do  their 
own  work.  Senator  McKinnon  and  Representative  ltemers  were  pleased  that  this 
was  the  position  we  took. 

V.P.  Stefani  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  V.P.  Valentino  that  we 
approve  the  action  of  the  Officers. 

The  Vice  Presidents  discussed  the  motion.  V.P.  Farnham  said  that  we  have  had 
to  compromise  before  and  we  will  have  to  again.  V.P.  Osborn  said  he  didn't 
understand  why  we  need  this  motion.  If  we  didn't  want  to  meet  with  them  we 
didn't  have  to  but  we  might  need  to  meet  acme  day,  ■  v 

President  Sullivan  said  that  the  motion  was  on  the  floor  to  approve  the  position 
taken  by  the  Executive  Officers  that  we  will  not  sit  down  with  Management  in  the 
future . 

V.P.  Stefani  withdrew  his  original  motion  with  the  approval  of  V.P.  Valentino 
and  made  a  motion  that  it  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Officers 
of  this  Council  whether  or  not  to  meet  with  Management .  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  V.P.  Osborn  and  so  voted. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  there  was  a  lvmcheon  meeting  with 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  Nicholas  Roussos,  and  a  number  of  items  discussed 
which  he  is  working  on.  He  is  going  to  try  to  make  us  knowledgeable  about 
everything  he  needs. 

Pres.  Sullivan  had  a  meeting  with  V.P.  Rodwell  and  asked  that  he  explain  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting. 

V.P.  Rodwell  told  the  Council  that  a  bill  was  filed  to  abolish  the  Governor's 
Council,  He  read  the  duties  of  the  Governor's  Council  and  mentioned  some  of 
the  people  who  worked  on  it. 
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V.P.  Rodwell  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  Olearv  that  the 
Maes,  State  Labor  Council  oppose  Eou.?e  Bill  5?^53  which  was  siiissitied  "by  the 
Governor  and  oppose  any  avnendmos.t  thereon.  So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  President's  report  be  accepted. 
So  voted.

Moti.on  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  as 
delegates  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council,  attend  the  National  Convention 
and  receive  expenses.  So  voted.

V.P.Farnham  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  Weng  that  the  name 
of  Angelo  Colella  be  submitted  for  the  State's  Mediation  Service  and  a  letter 
be  sent  to  the  Governor  advising  him  of  the  same.

President  Sullivan  introduced  Val  Murphy,  President  of  Utility  Workers  Local  387 
and  advised  the  Board  that  he  wished  nov  to  discuss  the  procedure  we  will  use 
to  carry  out  V.P.  Cardinal's  motion  made  in  February  relative  to  a  Public  Vs.

President  Sullivan  recommended  that  before  we  have  a  long  debate  we  should  set 
a  time,  date  and  place  for  the  discussion  and  decide  who  to  invite. 

V.P.  Tarallo  -  Inasmuch  as  this  istue  is  vital  to  the  people  of  Massachusetts 
he  thought  we  should  have  the  meeting  as  soon  as  possible.  We  should  be 
prepared  when  the  issue  does  come  up. 

V.P.  Tarallo  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  a  special  meeting  be 
held  on  May  2,  197S  at  10:00  A.M.  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel.  So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  asked  if  there  was  anyone  besides  the  Executive  Council  that 
should  be  invited.  He  advised  that  we  have  a  Committee  on  Transportation  and 
Energy  and  he  thought  we  should  invite  the  members  of  this  Committee. 

V.P.  Osborn  requested  that  he  be  allowed  to  invite  John  Flynn,  his  District 
Director,  or  his  designee.

It  appears  that  H.  5^32  will  not 
effect  Cope  in  a  monetary  sense.  We  will  continue  to  report  as  we  have  in  the 
past.

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  Report.  So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  wanted  to  make  some  points  clear  as  to  why  he  thought  we 

should  sever  the  umbilical  cord  between  AIM  and  organised  labor. 

He  wondered  why  some  of  our  legislation  was  delayed.  He  found  out  that  he 
was  participating  in  a  charade  because  everything  had  been  planned  in  advance 
or  assumed  to  be  planned  in  advance.  He  was  ignorant  of  what  was  going  on. 
No  matter  what  presentation  was  made,  the  arrangement  was  going  to  be  made 
between  organized  labor  and  AIM.  We  were  thrown  a  bone,  35  or  $10  increases 
here  and  there  and  every  other  bill  went  down  the  drain.  The  price  paid  was 
that  legislation  was  protected  from  going  on  a  roll  call. 

There  were  no  roll  calls  because  you  agreed  to  protect  the  Legislature  from 
taking  that  stand.  They  were  to  give  you  good  labor  legislation  but  they  didn't 
do  it.  The  deal  was  in.  The  reason  it  was  brought  out  was  because  of  the  Right 
to  Work  Bill  this  year.  After  the  hearing  it  was  supposed  to  go  down  the  chute 
and  it  will.  H.1858  was  tied  into  labor's  legislation  package.  AIM  says  that 
they  didn't  put  it  in  and  the  Committee  is  trying  to  use  that  bill  as  an  escape 
valve.  They  wanted  to  get  a  roll  call  on  that  and  anything  else  they  could  see 
they  called  a  Right  to  Work  bill. 

The  reason  the  meeting  was  held  with  Senator  McKinnon  and  Rep.  Demers  was 
because  Mr.  Muther  would  corral  either  Danny  Murray  or  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  and 
say  that  we  have  to  get  together.  We  said  that  we  couldn't.  Senator  McKinnon 
and  Rep.  Demers  said  that  we  have  to  get  together  for  our  meeting.  I  told  them 
we  couldn't  meet.  I  told  them  we  would  meet  with  them  separately  to  talk  to 
them  and  we  did  that. 
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Senator  McEinnon  and  Rep.  Demers  said  they  felt  affronted  by  the  previous 
arrangement,  that  is  sitting  down  with  AIM  and  Labor  because,  as  elected 

representatives  of  the  people,  they  were  not  allowed  to  jsaiie  any  decisions 

on  their  own.  Leg.  Dir,  Cashman  left  the  meeting  with  the  impression  that  they 

were  very  pleased  with  the  situation  as  it  was  presented  to  you  today. 

Ir/hat  it  means  is  that  it  is  going  to  make  Leg,  ."Dir.  Cashman's  job  harder.  When 
bills  come  out  on  their  own  -  ought  not  to  pass  -  we  have  to  have  a  favorable 
Representative  present  at  11*00  in  the  morning  and  he  has  to  make  the  pass. 
We  have  to  do  our  homework.  We  will  have  to  get  the  cooperation  of  the  Speaker. 
He  doesn't  mind  losing  if  he  loses  honorably.  It  will  make  it  tougher  for  the 
Legislative  Department  but  that  is  okay  with  him. 

Of  the  31  bills  we  filed  we  probably  have  a  shot  at  12  or  13„  The  only  thing 
is  that  anything  that  costs  money  is  going  to  be  looked  at  with  a  very  jaundiced 
eye  by  the  Governor.  We  are  hoping  to  get  roll  calls  on  our  bills.  Most 
Committees  are  reporting  most  legislation  -  Ought  Net  to  Pas3.
